none of those pleading for a chance to 
go over to Smith coula be heard by 
the chairman. Ohio finally got recog- 
nition ahead of the others, and changed 
44 of her votes from Pomerene to 
Smith. Mississippi, which at first had 
voted for her favorite son, Pat Harri- 
son, followed with a switch of 9% to 
Smith; Indiana came in next, giving 
the New Yorker 25 that at first had

The Official Tabulation. 


The one and only ballot, as finally 
tabulated by the official convention 
clerks after all of these changes had 
been recorded, showed the following 
totals: 

Smith, 849 2-3; Senator George, 
of Georgia, 5214; Senator Reed, of 
Missouri, 52; Representative Hull, of 
Tennessee, 50 5-6; Jesse Jones, of Texas, 
43; Evans Woollen, of Indiana, 7;

Activity at Morning Session.

Houston, June 28 (A.P.).—The first 
session began at 10:35: a. m., five 
minutes after the hour set. Sena- 


tor Robinson, the permanent chairman, 
apparently was anxious to get on with 
the convention business. When ne 
called for order only about half the 
delegates had ‘arrived and there still 
were great blank spaces in the specta- 
tors’ bleachers along the sides and rear 
of the hall. There was so much con- 
fusion with late arrivals struggling by 
the hundreds that even repeated orders 
by the chair to the sergeant at arms 
failed for a time to get the delegates 
into their seats and qulet. 

The chairman did not wait for or- 
der, but while the hall still was rum- 
bling with conversation he presented 
the Rev. A. Frank Smith, of the First 
Methodist Church of Houston, who pro- 
nounced the invocation. The crowd 
stood and grew more quiet. 

Gov. Albert C. Ritchie, of Maryland, 
his State’s favorite son, who withdrew 
just a few days ago in favor of Smith, 
made the first speech of the day, sec- 
onding the nomination of the New 
Yorker. He was given a fine ovation 
as he mounted the platform, Many 
of the delegates stood and cheered as 
two convention bands joined in “Mary- 
land, My Maryland.” 


Qualities of Great President.

Seconded by Boston Mayor. 


Another seconding speech for Smith 
was made by former Mayor Andrew J. 
Peters, of Boston, who said the whole 
background of the New York governor 
was truly “American.” 

“TI deem it a duty to renew the faith 
of the pilgrims,” he said. “I know no 
better way to renew that faith than to 
rejoice in the fact that American con- 
ditions can make possible such a ca- 
reer as that of Alfred E. Smith and to 
recognize that he represents in*himself 
the best proof of American democracy 
and the best promise for the future.” 

The Smith procession was continued 
with a seconding speech by Andrew 
Nelson, of Duluth, Minn., who said the 
people of Minnesota were determined 
that “the reign of graft and greed and 
privilege at Washington should end.” 

“The farmers of Minnesota spurn 
with contempt the meaningless farm 
relief plank of the Republican plat- 
form,” he continued. “At Kansas City 
they were handed a stone. Here at 
Houston they shall receive the nour- 
ishing bread of economic fair play. 
With such a platform of principles and 
with Gov. Smith as our trusted leader, 
the result can not be in doubt.

Harrison Not Nominated. 


Mississippi passed on the roll call of 
States without putting formally into 
nomination her favorite son, Senator 
Pat Harrison, who is to receive a com- 
plimentary ballot. 


When the clerk then called the name 
of Missouri the “Jim” Reed delegates 
of that State stood up and cheered. 
They raised a picture of their candi- 
date at the end of a long pole and 
jingled cowbells and waved small flags 
to emphasize to the convention that 
they were standing pat, despite the 
majority against them. Kansas helped 
out a little, and the Florida State 
standard was jingled up and down as 
the demonstration continued for a 
space of two or three minutes, Then 
Charles M. Howell, of Kansas City, 
took the platform and formally pre- 
sented the name of the fighting Mis- 
souri senator for the presidency. 


In voice and manner not unlike that 
of Reed himself, Howell kept the Mis- 
sourians in the right rear of the hall 
cheering and sounding off with their 
cow bells constantly as he hammered 
out the rounded sentences in which he 
reviewed Reed’s public career and 
praised him as a candidate “who is a 
platform in himself.” The speaker out- 
lined this platform in detail and at 
great length and many of the delegates 
grew restless and noisy as he went 
along. 

The disorder became so great that 
Chairman Robinson interrupted’ the 
speech to plead with the delegates to 
be quiet. But a moment later the hall 
again was so noisy that when Howell 
said that Reed always had “preached 
against religious intolerance in its 
broadest sense,” the mention of the re- 
ligious issue passed unnoticed and got 
no response even from the Missouri 
cow bells, 


“Win With Reed” Parade. 


But the bells pealed out again with 
the concluding words of the nominat- 


among the delegates to a limited extent 
today with the delegation believing the 
nomination of Gov. Smith for the 
Presidency was assured. Senator Jo- 
seph T. Robinson, of Arkansas, was 
mentioned by several State leaders as 
a probable choice of the convention and 
Maryland. 

Maryland had taken no official action 
on the matter and did not expect to 
begin until after they had opportunity 
to cast the State’s vote for Gov. Smith.

ing speech, and the cheering Missouri 
delegates started a parade around the 
hall, They carried lithographs of their 
candidate and a big banner reading, 
“Win With Reed.” The official conven- 
tion band played the “Missour! Waltz” 

The standards of Oklahoma, whose 
delegates had decided to go to Reed 
after wavering for a time between him 
and Smith, joined that of Missouri in 
the line of parade. Florida, who will 
support Senator George, but many of 
whose delegates took on Reed as their 
second choice, likewise let her name 
card go into the procession. 

An extra crash of cheering bulged 
out amid the noise of cheering, cow- 
bell ringing and band music when some 
of the Reed supporters raised a banner 
saying “Turn the Rascals Out.” The 
secondary standard of Nebraska, 
pledged to former Senator Hitchcock. 
was brought from the alternate section 
in the rear of the hall and carried into 
the parade. It was followed by the 
Standard of the little group of dele- 
gates from the Philippine Islands, all 
of whom are counted safely for Smith. 


Kansas Standard Carried. 


The Kansas standard likewise got 
into the parade but not, until it had 
been battered badly in a wrestling 
match among the Kansas delegates who 
are pledged to represent Representative 
Ayres. 

The skirmish took place in the Kan- 
sas alternate section, in the rear and 
was quieted after several officers had 
appeared on the scene, Finally, Ed 
Hawes, an alternate from Larned, cap- 
tured that part of the broken standard 
bearing the name of the State, and took 
it along in the shouting stream that 
was paying a tribute of loyalty to a 
candidate who had kept his word to 
stand by his guns until the end. 

It developed that both the Nebraska 
and Philippine standards had been cap- 
tured by Reed enthusiasts as they 
marched by. Mrs. Otto J. Bauman, of 
Omaha, wife of a delegate, sought out 
two policemen and with their aid re- 
trieved the Nebraska sign post, which 
was put back in its place. Eddie Tait, 
of Manila, recaptured the Philippine 
banner without much trouble and it 
went back to its home station. 

The Reed parade was not so strong 
in numbers perhaps, but it had noise 
to spare, including the eternal clatter 
of the cowbells. It also had the aid of 
all three bands. 


Band Has Its Own Dance. 


The band over in the north bleachers 
Started a dance of its own, alternate 
lines of puff-cheeked horn players 
Swaying from right to ‘left in walta 
rhythm. It looked very good, but no- 
body possibly could tell what the tune 
was. There was too much general noise. 

Twenty minutes after the Reed 
demonstration started, and when the 
ired voices of the sweating, steaming 
Reed boosters were beginning to fall, 
Senator Robinson reached for his bung- 
Starter gavel and let go a mighty bang 
for order. The bands signed off 
promptly but the Reed folks on the 
floor kept going just the same. The 
cowbells never paused. 

Robinson waited a while, then began 
shouting for order with no evidence 
that anybody heard him. 

Convention officials and Houston po- 
lice succeeded in getting the main floor 
section quiet, but the Reed paraders just 
moved back into the alternates subur- 
ban section and went on until Robin- 
son ordered the roll call of States to 
go ahead. He recognized Eugene D. 
Sullivan, of Omaha, Nebr., to place 
former Senator Gilbert Hitchock of 
that State in nomination for the Presi- 
dency. It was not until O’Sullivan 
actually got going that the Reed noise 
subsided entirely. His immdelate nam- 
ing of the Nebraska favorite son 
brought a round of shouts and hand- 
clapping that lasted but a moment, 
and O’Sullivan plowed ahead with his 
speech while the big hall hummed and 
buzzed with a thousand different con- 
ee that all but drowned his 
voice. 


Growing Tired of Oratory. 


_ It was quite clear that the conven- 
tion as a whole was growing tired of 
the massed oratory to which it was 
subjected all last night and today. 
There were columns of folks coming 
and going in the aisles and conversa- 
tion reached almost roar proportions, 

Nebraska stood up and clapped its 
hands when the nominating speech was 
over and the band played a short quick 
tune to help them. 

Then William Woodburn, of Reno, 
Nev., took the platform and seconded 
the nomination of Smith. He said the 
New York governor was loved and ad- 
mired in the West for many reasons. 

With one or two of the nominating 
speeches still to be heard, the conven- 
tion adjourned at 12:37 until 3 p. m. 
The motion was made by John M. Mc- 
Cooey, of Brooklyn, and Chairman Rob- 
inson ruled it carried with a bang of 
his big gavel, despite a chorus of pro- 
test from the delegates, most of whom 
apparently had hoped to get the nomi- 
nations all over with at the morning 
session. 


Called for Seasonal Session. 


Chairman Robinson called the con- 
vention to order for the second session 
of the day at 3:07 p.m. The Rev. J. N, 
R. Scare, of the St. Paul Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, of Houston, 
delivered the invocation. 

When the prayer was concluded the 
roll call of States for presidential nomi- 
nations was resumed and Morth Caro- 
lina yielded to Tennessee. 

Harvey H. Hannah, of Nashville, 


telling the convention 


placed the name of Cordell Hull before 
the delegates as his State’s offering for 
the White House. 

Hannah and Hull were comrades dur- 
in, the Spanish-American War. 

The Nashville man threw aside his 
set speech and delivered an extempo- 
raneous address instead, laudatory of 
the principles of the De..ocratic party. 


Weary elegates Applaud. 


Later on, how ver, the speaker got 
back to selected excerpts irom the pre- 
pared draft, and as he proved to have 
a fine, stentorian voice that rang 
through the amplifieis like » bugle call, 
his points were loudly applauded de- 
spite the general apathy toward all ora- 
tory the hot, ord-weary delegateés dis- 
played. 

Hannah got a big cheer when he re- 
called that Jefferson had written that 
every ‘man should have the right to 
worship God according to the dictates 
of his conscience. 

There was no inclination, however, to 
stage a demor tration. 

As Hannah went on with a speech ex- 
panding over considerable time, the 
rumble of private conversations about 
the floor grew and grew in volume, and 
there was a great deal of moving about, 
Word had already gone «ver the floor 
that Hull would hold the Tennessee 
delegation until Gov. S::ith had rolled 
up a two-thirds majort’. It seemed 

uite possible that under tha* ruling 
Deanenses might ever get a chance to 
vote for the man Hannah was nominat- 
ing at all, it’s so far down the alpha- 
betical list of States. 


Parade Given for Hull. 


The convention followed its custom 
by giving a parade for Hull when Han- 
nah had concluded. For the first time 
during the convention the Alabama 
standard was taken from its moorings. 
The North Carolina signpost, about 
which much battling had occurred, also 
was waved aloft. Tennessee, Georgia 
and Florida delegations joined in as 
the band played “Dixie” and other 
Southern airs. 

Alternate standards from Delaware 
and Oklahoma were to be seen bobbing 
up and down as the procession passed 
around the hal] the second time. 

The Oklahoma delegation, for parade 
purposes, rae at this stage about 33 1-3 
each for Reed, Smith and Hull, so the 
State standard was having its third joy 
ride around the hall in the Hull per- 
formance, 

After about ten minutes the Hull 
demonstration subsided. <A_ delegate 
with a megaphone yelled to Chairman 
Robinson that every State which par- 
ticipated in it would vote Democratic 
{rn November, adding that the Smith 
people could not make similar claims. 

J. L. Page, of North Dakota, seconded 
the nomination of Gov. Smith as the 
next thing on the program, He was 
unable to speak in person because cf 
hoarseness and his address was read by 
the clerk. 


Ohloan Offer; Pomerene. 


Joseph C. Breitenstein, of Ohio, 
offered the name of former Senator 
Atlee Pomerene. Breitenstein, who is a 
Cleveland attorney, praised the public 
services of Pomerene, whom he said had 
rendered high services to President Wil- 
son during the World War. 

“If the issue is to be corruption,” he 
said, “why not take Pomerene, who 
recovered the naval oi] reserves for the 
nation?” 

Pomerene is a member of the govern- 
ment’s special oil counsel. 

Pomerene, he said, had not sought 
the nomination and Ohio had not 
sought delegates from other States. 

Pomerene was seconded by Mrs. Jos- 
ephine M. McCowan, of Canton, the 
home town of the candidate. She said 
Americans would vote this year for 
candidates whose records would repudi- 
ate the past scandals in public life. 


Gi 


One of the bands struck up “My 
Ohio Home" when Mrs. McCowan had 
concluded. Chairman Robinson made 
no attempt to silence the music, but 
stood smilingly by until it was finished. 

Former Senator Thomk& P. Gore, of 
Oklahoma, a Reed supporter, enter- 
tained the crowd with a five-minute 
speech seconding the Missourian. He 
directed sharp darts at Herbert Hoover, 
dwelling especially on Hoover’s absences 
abroad. 3 

Gore is stone blind. He stood, white- 
haired and smiling, in the floodlights as 
he made his thrusts. 

“Honesty is the best policy except 
where the Republican party is con- 
cerned,” pleased the Democrats. 

He followed this by saying 
Senator Borah stiil 
Claus. ” 

Referring to Borah’s collection of 
funds to repay the Republican national 
committee loan from Harry F. Sinclair, 
he said: 

“But how in hell does Borah know 
they ain’t agoing to steal no more!” 

Gore said the Republican party had 
to go through the campaign with a 
teapot on its dome that it did not want, 
Inscribed upon the teapot, he said, was 
“among my souvenirs.”

President. 


South Carolina previously had in- 
tended to cast its first vote for R. C. 
Watts, chief justice of the State. 

Ball notified the convention at the 
outset that Texas was for a dry can- 
didate. He also said that it was un- 
necessary to tell Texans about religious 
freedom because that was in the Texas 
constitution. 

“Let us say that this Government 
guarantees religious freedom,” he 
thundered, “but let us say that it has 
gone out of the liquor business.” 


Texas Balloons Are Freed. 


The Texans set off a demonstration 
all their own when Ball pronounced the 
final words of address. About twenty 
large bags containing toy balloons, 
which had been suspended from the 


ceiling of the auditorium, were opened, 
loosening several thousand of the gay- 
colored baubles. 

A girl rode through the hall on horse- 
back, followed by the Old Gray Mare 
Band dressed in red shirts, cowboy 
chaps and 10-gallon hats. 

Three other bands soon made their 
appearance on the convention floor, 
the greatest number of musical aggre- 
gations to join in the demonstration 
of any candidate previously nominated. 

The aisles were so full of hard-blow- 
ing bandsmen that there wasn’t room 
for many delegates. Bass drums went 
by in. squads, deadening the ears of 
those nearby with their thunder. Every 
band played a different tune, and head- 
on collisions between perambulating 
musicians occurred at various cross-~ 
roads in the aisles. 


Lights Trained on Jones, 


Through it all, Jesse Jones himself 
sat on the second row of the platform 
seats, the blinding lights of the kleigs 
picking him out with unerring aim 
from their fighting-top perches against 
the roof. 

Chairman Robinson began pounding 
for order after the Jones row had been 
going on ten minutes. His eye caught 
sight of the young lady on the gray 
horse, still wandering about the hall, 

“If the lady will remove the cava!r 
and we can have order, we'll go ahead.” 
Robinson thundered. “The convention 
has much business to do.” 

With marvelous speed, the hubbub 


died away and Mrs. Lee Rountree, of 
Bryan, Tex., was recognized to second 
Jones’ nomination, © 


Special Greeting for Moody. 


As Mrs, Rountree concluded, Robin- 
son started to introduce Texas’ young 
governor, Dan Moody, and the hall set 
off int® a special greeting. Moody, a 
tall, slender young biond, in light 
summer gear, seconded the Jones nomi- 
nation 

The governor had a word or two to 
say about Texas and its desire to make 
welcome its convention delegates, and 
he got a round of hearty applause by 
way of thanks for Texas hospitality. 

R. O. Everett, of Durham, N, C., fol- 
lowed Moody to second Cordell Hull 
for presidential preferment. The roll 
call of States had reached Tennessee, 
which ylelded to North Carolina to let 
Evereti take the platform. 

Senator King, of Utah, came next. 
A roar of applause greeted his state- 
ment that he would speak “but a few 
simple words.” The senator grinned 
cheerfully, and promptly seconded, for 
Utah, the nomination of Al Smith. But 
he went on beyond that to discuss the 
merits of the New Yorker for the presi- 
dential job. 


Man of Courage Needed. 


“What we need today in the White 
House is & man of courage,” Senator 
King said. “Gov. Smith has earned 
the confidence of his own State and of 
the people of these United States.” 

Senator King did cut it short and 
got cheered for that, as well as for his 
praise for Smith. He was followed by 
Park H. Pollard, of Vermont, a cousin 
of President Coolidge, also to second 
the Smith nomination. He got a fine 
hand, 

Stephen F. Chadwick, of Seattle, 
next in line, got an uproarious cheer 
when he promised to be “a three-min- 
ute man,” Speaking for the Wash- 
ington delegation, he joined the Smith 
seconding band wagon movement, but 
failed to keep inside his own time 
limit. 

Another woman speaker appeared on 
the platform in the person of Mrs. 
Frank W. Mann, of Huntington, W. 
Va., who in a two-minute speech sec- 
onded the nomination of Senator 
George. 

Camden S. Taney, of Wheeling, W. 
Va., told the convention he would be 
&@ ‘minute man” and he did it by sec- 
onding the nomination of Gov. Smith. 


Delegates Very Impatient. 


The delegates were growing very im- 
patient at the seeming endless flow of 
words, When Samuel Tilden Spears, 
of Eikins, W. Va., got recognition ‘to 
nominate Huston Thompson, of Colo- 
rado, former member of the Federal 
Trade Commission, there were protest- 
ing cries from the floor which Chair- 
man Robinson silenced by the rapping 
of his gavel. 

The tired and hungry delegates be- 
gan guying Spears mercilessly. “Name 
him, name him,” they yelled. 

Robinson whanged away with 
two-handed gavel. 

“This speaker has half an hour, and 
!f you harass him he can punish you,” 
he said. f 

The audience whooped a little on 
general principles, then cheered when 
Spears said he had ‘cut out lots of this 
speech.” 


“Cut It Out,” They Cry. 


After Spears came George A. Jazer- 
son, of Wisconsin, to second Smith. No- 
body seemed to be listening to any of 
the speakers and some one about mid- 
way of the hall yelled to Jagerson to 
“cut it out.” 

John B. Colpoys, of the District of 
Columbia, held his place at the micro- 
phone regardless of yells from the floor. 
He seconded the nomination of Smith. 

A native Hawalian, copper skinned 
and with an orange-colored lei about 
his neck, was next up with Robinson's 
promise that he would be brief. He 
was Judge William H. Heen, and sec- 
onded the Smith nomination. 

Senator Robinson then read from the 
platform a petition bearing signatures 
of delegates from Southern States pro- 
testing against the nomination of any 
presidential or vice presidential can- 
didate not in sympathy with enforce- 
ment of the prohibition amendment. 

“How many Signatures,” came de- 
mands from the floor, 
did not answer. 

A moment later Norman Davis, of the 
New York delegation, moved adjourn- 
ment until 8:30 p, m., when the plat- 
form was to be taken up. At 6:51, after 
a whole day of oratory, the convention 
recessed and the delegates went straz- 
gling off to their hotels.

Evening Session Convenes, 


Chairman Robinson called for atten- 
tion at the evening session at 8:38 
o'clock amid the discordant notes of 
the three bands. 

The invocation was delivered by the 
Rey, E. P. West, pustor of the Second 
Baptist Church of Houston. He tnvoked 
blessings on the important session of 
the convention as those in the conven- 
tion hall stood at dead quiet. 

Senator Key Pittman, of Nevada, 
chairman of the resolutions committee, 
then brought the platform to the stand 
to read it to the convention. The Ne- 
veda senator said farm leaders were 
called in in dealing with the farm 
piank, and that expert testimony was 
heard on the prohibition plank. The 
farmers, he said, had told the commit- 
tec they had received the sympathetic 
consideration they expected at the 
hands of the Democratic party. There 
was no complaint against any feature 
oi the farm plank, he declared. 


Moody Abandons Fight, 


While Pittman was explaining his 
platform word came that Gov. Moody, 
while not disposed to make a fight on 
the prohibition plank calling for the 
er.forcement of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and all other provisions of the 
Constitution, would file a minority re- 
port for the record. 


Convention Hardly Listens. 


The convention was tired with ora- 
tory and would hardly listen as the 
Nevada senator explained the efforts by 
which the committee had arrived at 
the platform pledges it presented, 
There was much noise and confusion 
and once, when a gate crasher at a far 
entrance was eased out with some show 
of force, Chairman Robinson broke in 
to beat a mighty tattoo with the heav- 
jest duty weapon of his collection of 
gavels. Folks who wanted to talk couid 
go outside, he said, and those who 
failed to do it voluntarily would be 
summarily “removed from this pres- 
ence.” 

Galleries and floor clapped loudly but 
kept right on talking more or legs. 

When Pittman reached the actual 
reading of the platform, there was con- 
parative quiet for a while. But every- 
body was tired and talkative and the 
mighty hall was fuller than it has been 
at any previous session. It was jyst one 
stewing, fanning mass of people and 4 
large percentage of the ladies on the 
platform and in the delegations and 
boxes were in evening gowns of bright 
yet cool coloring. There was a liberal 
sparkle of jewelry here and there. 


Galleries Shout, “Louder.” 


Finally the noise was so great that 
the galleries shouted “louder, louder,” 
and Robinson again demanded order on 
the floor to give the two or three dozen 
amplifiers a chance. 

Pittman finally gave it up, his voice 
unequal to the strain. He turned the 
platform reading over to “Pat” Halti- 
gan, of the House, in Washington, and 
“Pat's” tremendous tones roared out 
the remainder of the message so lads 
two blocks away could hear. 

The galleries cheered him appreci- 
atively. 


Flood Lights on Mrs. Smith. 


While the platform reading ground 
ahead, the flood lights suddenly Jumped 


to the front of box No. 78, where Mrs. 
Smith, wife of the New York Governor, 
was seated. | 

A big basket of gladiolas, orange and 
red in color, was raised to the box rail 
and Mrs Smith stood a moment to bow 
and face the snapping cameras. The 
flowers were a gift from W. O. Saunders, 
newspaper publisher of Elizabeth City, 
N. C., a delegate. 

The flower offering bore a card signed 
by Saunders and E. G. Flanagan, of 
Greenville, N. C., saying it was from 
the “minority” of the North Carolina 
delegation “who believe that their 
hearts beat in tune with the great heart 
of Tarheelia.” 

The limits of the hall’s seating ca- 
pacity were far overtaxed at tonight’s 
session--overtaxed everywhere but in 
that little corner coop for “colored.” 
There were still vacant seats there, al- 
though it would hold less than 200, 

But with a seating capacity of 16,011 
persons. there were additional thou- 
sands perched in every aisle of the gal- 
lery, lining the three-block-long wall of 
the box fronts with a triple row of 
standing customers and jamming to 
suffocation the public runway over the 
back. 

Nobody could do more than guess 
how many thousands were under the 
vast roof. Guesses ran as high as 
20,000. 


Virginian Overcome by Heat. 


There was a stir of excitement in the 
center aisle before the gtind of plat- 
form reading was completed. A. 5. 
Aston, a delegate from Meadowview, Va., 
was overcome by heat and carried out. 

A moment later Haltigan’s leather 
lungs also surrendered under the plat- 
form-reading strain, and he gave place 
to Delegate Michael L. Igoe, of. [llinois, 
who was the third relay reader on the 
job. When he got to the prohibition 
plank, # whoop of delight swept through 
the hail, which was about the only 
visible or audible notice the delegates 
had taken of the proceedings up to 
that time. 

When the reading of the platform 
wags concluded Gov. Moody took the 
speakers’ stand amid great applause 
from the dry element of the convention. 


In Unfortunate Position. 


“TIT am in a rather unfortunate posi- 
tion. The platform contains a plank 
on law enforcement, mentioning the 
eighteenth amendment and pledging 
the party to enforcement of the Con- 
stitution. For some time in committee 
we have been discussing this question. 
The authorship of the plank belongs to 
Senator Glass, of Virginia. Believing 


that any political party can afford to]: 


indorse any part of the Constitution 
of the United States,” Moody said he 
had advocated in committee a plank 
declaring against any change in the 
prohibition amendment, 

“IT accept the matter,” Moody con- 
cluded, “and I shall not carry the mi- 
nority report to the convention.” 

When Moody concluded, Gov. Ritchie 
of Maryland took the stand to answer 
him. Ritchie wanted to oppose the 
Moody report, which had not even been 
submitted, and Chairman Robinson in- 
terposed an objection. Ritchie was 
permitted to continue. He said he 
wanted to express his views on the 
question at issue and was met by a 
thunder of objections from dry mem- 
bers. Robinson insisted that he be 
allowed to proceed. The governor said 
his State formed the doctrine that the 
way to get tolerance “for your own 


ideas was to give tolerance to the ideas 
of others” 


Ritchie Rather Perturbed. 


Ritchie was rather perturbed over 
the objections made to his speaking. 
He indorsed the report of the resolu- 
tions committee, although it did not 
meet his views entirely. He urged the 
return to Jeffersonian principle of State

The outstanding feature of the 1928 | 


campaign is the fact that the Democratic 
party is enthusiastically united behind 
a strong popular leader. This has not 
been the case since 1916, and in that year 
the Democratic party was victorious. 

Not until the platform was read last 
night at Houston was it a certainty that 
‘the two essentials of a hopeful campaign 
would be attained—unity and a strong 
leader. It was a foregone conclusion that 
Gov.

‘ments that give it hope of victory in 
-November. 
- Gov. Smith’s reputation for rectitude 
“stood him in good stead at the critical 
‘hour. The drys could not question the 
‘argument that if Gov. Smith were nomi- 
nated and elected with a pledge to en- 
‘force the eighteenth amendment and the 
“Volstead act he would faithfully observe 
‘his pledge. In taking this pledge he will 
‘not be prevented from expressing the 
-view he has heretofore held, favoring 
‘modification of the law. 

The Democratic party emerges from a 
‘great crisis with reunited ranks and re- 
“newed hope. It now enters the campaign 
‘with vigor and enthusiasm, notwith- 
‘standing the fact that it faces a strong 
-and resourceful opponent. The Demo- 
‘cratic party in 1920 was fairly united, 
‘but was under an uninspiring leader. In 

1924 it managed to select a good leader, 
‘but only after a struggle that tore har- 
;mony to sh Now it has both har- 
‘mony and leadership. A campaign 
‘worthy of the two great parties is now 
“assured, and’the country has good rea- 
‘son to feel that a fair and square con- 
“test on real national issues will be fought 
-out by two candidates fitly representing 
‘their respective parties. 


FOR PURE MILK SUPPLY. 


The threat made by Maryland and Virginia 
«dairy farmers to boycott the District if cer- 
» tain health department regulations are en- 
_ “forced is absolutely beside the point in issue. 
om 3 a ‘Fowler, District bealth officer, is of the 
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 fopinion that the regulation prohibiting milk | 
{producers from building straw ricks and com- 


piles in their farm yards is necessary for 
¢ protection of the-local milk supply. Dairy 


farmers claim that its enforcement will work 
hardship. The important consideration, now- 
ever, is that the milk supply be safeguarded. 

The original regulation prohibits erection 
of straw ricks and compost piles in barnyards. 
Recently, however, the health office modified 
it by ruling that straw ricks would be per- 
mitted when located further than 50 feet from 
the barn and surrounded by a fence. 

The District has no desire to impose hard- 
ship upon those who furnish it milk. Its only 
interest lies in protecting the health of its 
citizens. This it is determined to do, even 
though dairy farmers must alter their methods 
if they desire io continue their business with 
the District. Let milk producers find a way 
to build straw ricks and compost piles further 
than 50 feet away from their barns, instead of 
wasting their energy in idle protest. Once they 
get down to it, they will find that it is not a 
serious task after all. 


SENATOR SIMMONS’ PESSIMISM. 


There is an “Old Guard’’ in the Democratic 
party and it, too, ‘‘never surrenders.’’ It finds 
voice in such statements as the one Issued 
yesterday by Senator Simmons, in which he 
predicted that the nomination of Gov. Smith 
would mean a badly split Southern electoral 


vote. What the “Old Guard” does not realize 
is that the split has already taken place. ‘The 
division occurred some months ago, when the 
South began the movement toward Gov. Smith. 
Until that time the “Old Guard’’ was in the 
saddle in the South. The veto power possessed 
by these solidly Democratic States could have 
blocked Smith or any other candidate. The 
maintenance of this political weapon has been 
the fundamental of Democratic theory in 
South ever since the Civil War. Now that if 
has been relinquished, the Democrats of the 
South face new conditions, and with them have 
come new leaders who are not bound by the 
policy to which the “Old Guard” has clung 
for so long. 

What Senator Simmons’ statement implies 
without actually saying so is that the South 
will bolt the Democratic ticket in view of Gov. 
Smith’s nomination. Despite the fact that the 
North Carolina senator has years of politica! 
experience behind him, there is reason to doubt 
his diagnosis of Southern sentiment in general. 
There are only two States in the group, Tennes- 
see and Kentucky, in which his forebodings 
may be fulfilled, and these two have on previ- 
Ous occasions shown Republican leanings. 

Senator Simmons’ threat is meant to apply 
to such States as Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Texas. In predicting that any 
one of these States will swing into-.the Re- 
publican column next November, Senator 
Simmons goes further than 
Republican be carried most 
optimistic hopes. “Old Guard's” 
an enraged Southern electorate that will vote 
the Republican ticket beyond belief. No 
doubt some Democrats will be so embittered 
that they will not vote, but the disparity be- 
tween the normal Democratic and Republican 
vote in those States is too great for those who 
sulk on election day to affect the result.

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STAGGERED TRAFFIC 

New York City is rapidly extending its auto- 
matic traffic contro! system. Upto the present 
time New York traffic lights been 
erated under the synchronized system by which 
all traffic throughout the length of a thorough- 
fare is moved and halted simultaneously. A 
week or so ago, however, the first staggered 
traffic light system, similar to that in operation 
in Sixteenth street, was installed in Ocean 
avenue, Brooklyn, and by the end of July an- 
other such system will have been installed in 
Riverside Drive. New York is more or less 
agog over the innovation. The public is ask- 
ing, “Will it work?” The New York Times 
says that it is “full of possibilities for Aint 
on at least some of the highways, in other 
boroughs,’ and adds, ‘‘the scheme is well 
worth further experimentation.” 

Originally Washington installed a 
chronized system in Sixteenth street. Almost 
immediately, however, the switch was made to 
the staggered system. The public at first was 
loud in its criticism. Motorists did not know 
how to drive to best advantage with pro- 
gressive lights, nor were they inclined to look 
with favor upon home-town prophets who in- 
sisted that their system was better than that 
in use in other communities. After awhile, 
however, motorists learned how to manipulate 
their vehicles in harmony with progressive 
traffic lights. Today Washington is proud of 
its Sixteenth street traffic control system and 
believes that it offers the best practicable 
method of handling traffic in a congested 
thoroughfare. - 

Washington cap assure New York that 
staggered traffic lights are thoroughly prac- 
ticable. Under certain traffic conditions it 
may take time to break in and organize the 
system, but once this has been accomplished 
there will be no disposition to return to the 
synebronized system.

THE LOUVAIN LIBRARY. 

Feeling has run so high in connection with 
the inscription to be carved on the restored 
library of Louvain University that actual pbysi- 
cal violence has taken place and arrests have 


been made. Yet, to any dispassionate person, 
it is clear that the right of the matter lies 
with the rector who objects to the proposed 
inscription, embodying the phrase ‘Destroyed 
by German fury,” as being in bad taste and 
tending needlessly to perpetuate race hatreds. 
After all, the library, by whomsoever rebuilt, 
is the property of the university of which Rec- 
tor Ladeuze is the responsible head, and it is 
the corporation of that university, acting 
through its official and accredited representa- 
tive, that has the sole right to determine the 
nature of the wording, if any, which it desires 
to have placed on the new building. Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, chairman of the na- 
tional committee of the United States for the 
restoration of the University of Louvain, had 
the correct idea when, some two years ago. he 
‘gave it as his opinion that the officials at Lou- 
vain bave full authority to direct the restora- 
tion in any manner they choose. 

Whitney Warren, the American architect of 
the restored library, is standing out for the 
original inscription on two grounds, apparent- 


‘iy: First, that ‘the building was erected by 
American funds, and second, that the inscrip- 
tion was approved by the late Cardinal Mercier, 
If the first reason is seriously put forward, the 
more quickly it is dropped the better and 
decenter it will be. ‘This is preeminently one 
of those cases In which he who pays the piper 
can not and must not call the tune. It simply 
is not done. If the authority of Cardinal Mer- 
cier is citéd, one must remember that he went 
through hafrowing experiences which would 
rather tend to warp his judgment on a matter 
to which, in addition, it may legitimately be 
supposed, he did not, in the press of many 
cares, give more than passing attention. If, 
however, he were ever so unprejudiced, no one, 
of course, will seriously contend that all the 
wisdom of all the ages was concentrated in 
the person of Cardinal Mercier, great and 
outstanding figure though he undoubtedly was. 

‘Destroyed in war, restored in peace,” the 
inscription suggested originally by Dr. Butler, 
would appear to meet every requirement. 
There is even no need for the added phrase, 
“Thanks to American gifts,”’ which hag re- 
cently been attributed to Cardinal Gasparri, 
the Papal secretary of state.

has gained the support of scientists, business 


men and officials. A huge structure is con- 


templated in which would be housed exhibits 
representing the step-by-step progress of trans- 
portation, industry and science in such a way 
that the casual visitor would obtain therefrom 
a clear understanding of the steps through 
which the material development of the coun- 
try has gone, 

Ample materia! is immediately available 
with which to form the nucleus of an industrial 
museum. A great deal more can be obtained 
with ease. Today such relics of early Ameri- 
can industry as are not contained in the Smith- 
sonian collection or in private museums are 
disappearing. Years from now, unless steps 
are taken to preserve them carefully, tnese 
specimens will have rusted and rotted away. 
The locomotive is less than a century old, yet 
the quaint early iron horses are of extreme 
interest. The airplane is not much more than 
25 years old, but the early flying machines, 
and those in which signal achievement has 
been accomplished, collect crowds whenever 
exhibited. A similar situation exists in regard 
to early mechanical contrivances in every 
branch of American transportation and indus- 
try. An industria] museum would prove popu- 
lar. 

Not the least reason in explanation of Dr. 
Abbot’s interest in a new museum is the fact 
that the Smithsoniau Institution is badly con- 
gested. When a new exhibit is moved in, such 
as the Spirit of St. Louis, another, frequently 
of equal historic interest, must be moved out. 
This crowding will increase materially as time 
goes on, 

Congress will be asked at the next session 
for an appropriation of $10,000 with which to 
prepare preliminary estimates and plans. If 
congressional support is refused, an attempt 
will be made to raise the money through pri- 
vate subscription. Congress, however, should 
not refuse this request. In comparison with 
what the exhibits contained in such a museum 
ultimately will be worth, the cost of the struc- 
ture is of minor importance.

We 
then proceed to erect numberless bu- 
reaus with legislative, judicial and ad- 
ministrative powers, and then away 
goes the Constitution. We are about to 
enter upon an exciting politica] cam- 
paign, with two great parties strug- 
gling for the mastery. The policies they 
advocate are in some respects diametri- 
cally opposed to each other. Between 
them the people will be called upon to 
decide, 

In Washington we have about 60,000 
Government employes, all deeply inter- 
ested in the Government. They dares 
not open their mouths to edvocate the 
cause of the party of their preference. 
If they do they are hauled up before 
the Civil Service Commission and pun- 
ished. The members cf the commission 
may babble politics by the hour; they 
may discuss it at their clubs or on the 
wiatform, and there’s nothing wrorg 
about it. The poor employe’s mouth is 
padiocked. This, too. tn the face of 
the constitutional provision that the 
freedom of sneech’ shall not be abridged. 
The commission took a wet sponge and 
wiped that provision from the supreme 
law of the land. Aren’t we a funny 
people? PADLOCKED.

State Chairman Asserts Boul- 
evard Will Exclude Com- 
mercial Traffic. 


READY WITHIN TEN YEARS 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Baltimore, Md., June 28.—A new 
boulevard connecting Washington and 
Baltimore will be built within ten years, 
John N. Mackall, chairman of State 
Road Commission, predicted today. The 
new roadway will be attractive and 
commercial traffic will be excluded 
from it, he indicated. 

“The prospective boulevard should be 
a State, rather than Federal, creation,” 
Mr. Mackall said. “If, the land needed 
could be purchased at present, with a 
Strip a half mile wide on each side, at 
the end of ten years the unearned in- 
crement that has accrued would pay 
fo~ the entire cost of construction ex- 
cept the outlay of money for the ten- 
year period,” he declared. 

Suggestions that the present boule- 
vard be beautified, when its width is 
being doubled, have been received from 
various sources by the State Roads 
Commission. These are regarded by 
Mr. Mackall as impracticable. 

Although in 1923, Mr. Mackall said 
he did not see the need for an addi- 
tional roadway between here and Wash- 
ington, particularly one paid for out of 
regular State appropriations, he as- 
serted today that he hoped to see a 
“rea. boulevard” between the two cities. 
After predicting its construction with- 
in ten years he recalled the efforts of 
various officials of the District of Co- 
to further such a project, 
principally about five years ago. 

Expressing the belief that the new 
roadway would be better maintained 
by the State, Mr. Mackall said he 
thought it more than possible that the 
Federal Government might handle the 
matter for the more convenient ap- 
proach to the Capital.

Completes His First Sea Hop 
of 1,000 Miles in 11 Hours, 
Despite South Drift. 


OFF TO HALIFAX TODAY 


Horta, Island of Fayal, Azores, June 
28 (A.P.).—Flying 1,000 miles in eleven 
hours, Capt. Frank T. Courtney arrived 
here from Lisbon this afternoon at 5 
o’clock, local time. This was the first 


leg of a transatlantic flight from Portu- 
gal to the United States via these is- 
lands and Halifax. Telling of his flight, 
Capt. Courtney said: 

“We left Lisbon with a north wind 
which continued for 300 miles. Then 
we had a light following wind. After 
500 miles the sky became overcast and 
we flew above the clouds. 

“I do not know exactly how high we 
were because the altimeter stuck at 
1,500 feet. 1 judge that we were at 
least 5,000 feet up. 

“As we were unable to see the water 
and were experiencing a strong drift to 
the south, I decided to leave the main 
course and pick up Sao Miguel. This 
was the easiest goal on the wireless 
direction finder, but it added 100 miles 
to our flight. As soon as we learned the 
extent of our south drift, we made 
Fayal without difficulty. We found 
Pico the most useful landmark. 

“We expesicenced a few minor trou- 
bles with the wireless installation, but 
we expect to repair this tonight and to 
take off for Halifax in the morning. 
Our petrol fasted well.”

The captain is using a twin-engined 
Dornier-Napler flying boat equipped 
with wireless apparatus, His announced 
purpose is to secure data which will as- 
sist in the establishment of a trans- 
atlantic commercial air service. He 
made most of his preparations at 
Pisa, Italy, and flew to Lisbon on June 
13. After making tests of his plane he 
hoped off for the Azores yesterday, but 
returned after going out several hun- 
dred miles when a water tube began 
leaking. 

Courtney told newspaper men that he 
expected to take off as soon as he could 
after refueling and to reach Halifax by 


5 o'clock tomorrow evening.

Formally Accused and 
Others Sought. 


Chicago, June 28 (A.P.).—One man 
was formally charged with murder to- 
day in connection with the slaying 
Tuesday of “Big Tim” Murphy, former 
legislator, labor leader and mail rob- 
ber, and a dozen others were sought 
py the police, who said they had solved 
the mystery of the killing but had no 
confessions to offer. 

A coroner’s jury started an tinvesti- 
gation into the killing of Murphy, shot 
down in front of his home by assail- 
ants who fied, but continued the m- 
quiry until July 18 after the body had 
been identified and Murphy’s widow 
and brother-in-law testified briefly. 

John Hand, the man charged with 
murder, is a union official. Police have 
decided that Murphy tried to gain con- 
trol of organizations of cleaners and 
dyers, and as a result was marked for 
death. Other officials of the cleaners 
and dyers’ organizations are sought, 
with indications that they likewise will 
be charged with the slaying. 

Murphy’s funeral will be held Sat- 
urday and, while it is not expected to

The disappearance of these men, 
coupled with the long delay in report- 
ing the death of Vincenzo Pomella has 
given rise to many rumors respecting 
the cause of the disaster and the pres- 
ent condition of the leader of the ex- 
pedition. Experts have said that if 
Nobile followed his usual practice of 
fiying very low the peril of the voyage 
to the pole and return must have been 
accentuated. 

In Peril on May 16. 


It was stated unequivocally that on 
May 16, when the dirigible was on its 
trip to Lenin Land Nobile nearly col- 
lided with a mountain in Nova Zem- 
bla. This account states that Capt. Al- 
berto Mariano, pilot of the dirigible, 
and one of the three men who left 


& cat-nap at the time He was sleeping 
so lightly that he heard the antenna 
touch the ground Hs3 immediately took 
the rudder and savec the airship from 
colliding with the mountain. 

Others have recalled that in the con- 
troversy between Roald Amundsen and 
Nobile after the 1926 flight of the di- 
rigible Norge, it was stated that the 
expedition was twice close to catas- 
trophe because of being too close to 
the ice. Capt. Riiser-Larsen is credited 
with having saved the Norge by taking 
the rudder into his own hands. 

Yet today Amundsen and five com- 
panions are lost after starting on an 
errand of rescue for Nobile and Capt 
Riijser-Larsen has been the ace of the 
Norwegian attempts to get succor to 
the stranded explorers or to find traces 
of the missing members ot the party.

American Woman in Hunt, 


Oslo, Norway, June 28 (A.P.).—Miss 
Louise A. Boyd, of San Rafael, Calif., 
will sail July 1 from Tromsoe for Kings 
Bay, aboard the Hobby which she had 
chartered for a hunting expedition to 
Greenland, to assist in the search for 
Amundsen and others lost in the Arctic. 

The Norwegian government accepted 
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offer. She had planned to sail soon 
with American friends and spend two 
months shooting and fishing in Green- 
land. The Hobby is fully equipped with 
radio, Arctic supplies and provisions. 
Miss Boyd will participate personally tn 
the search and it is understood that she 
will finance the expedition. The Hobby 
will have as captain, Kristen Johansen, 
a man of wide experience in the Arctic. 
He Will be assisted by an expert ice 
pilot, Astrup Holm. The vessel will fly 
the American flag and will cooperate 
with other expeditions now centering 
around Bear Island. 

In 1924 and 1926 Miss Boyd chartered 
the Hobby for six weeks’ hunting expe- 
ditions to Franz Josef Land. She 
achieved the distinction of being the 
first woman to set foot on this terri- 
tory. 

Nobile to Join Search. 


Rome, June 28 (A.P.).—Gen. Um- 
berto Nobile wiil return by air to di- 
rect the search for the icebound crew 
of the Italia, says a dispatch today in 
Lavoro d'Italia. 

The decision to permit the return ol 
Gen. Nobile, says this paper, was made 
after physicians had determined that 
the mental and physical condition of 
the’ Italia’s commander were satisfac- 
tory. 

Tt was emphasized that Gen, Nobile 
had demanded authorization to fly 
back to his companions soon after he 
had been rescued and transported to 
Virgo Bay. Permission was denied him 
at the time because of the fact that 
he was suffering from exposure and 
injuries. 

As soon as weather conditions are‘ 
favorable therefore he will proceed 
with either Maj. Madallena or Maj 
Penzo to explore the scene of the 
tragedy. 

Communication was reestablished to- 
night with the group by the Nobile 
base ship Citta di Milano Atmospheric 
conditions had kept the party’s field 
radio set silent for two days. 

The position given by Lieut. Alfredo 
V.glieri. who has been chief of the 
group since Nobile was rescued, was 
80 degrees 20 minutes north and 28 
degrees 21 minutes east. This spot Is 
about 10 miles north of Cape Leigh 
Smith.

IN DETROIT LIQUOR WAR 


One of Rival Leaders Killed in 
Outbreak Rated by Police 
as Millionaire. 


BULLETS HIT BYSTANDERS 


Detroit, June 28 (A.P.).—Warfare be- 
tween factions fighting for control of 
the Detroit River liquor traffic broke 
out last night. August Nykiel and 
Michael Dipisa, rival leaders, were shot 
dead. A policeman and a woman by- 
stander were in hospitals today suffering 
wounds received during a pistol battle. 


Police were told that Nykiel was 
called out one of his string of river- 
front saloons and cut down by a fusil- 
lade of pistol shots fired by Dipisa and 
an unidentified companion, posted be- 
hind an automobile in front of the 
place. 

Edward A. McPherson, a constable 
who was serving a summons at a house 
nearby. when the shooting occurred, 
ran to the street and opened fire on 
the pair as they attempted to enter 
their car. Dipisa was killed during 
the exchange. McPherson and Mrs. 
Catherine Krolzyck, a passerby, were 
wounded. McPherson seemed today to 
have little chance of recovery The 
woman was not seriously wounded. 

Employes of Nykiel’s saloon pursued 
the unidentified gunman in an auto- 
mobile. The running battle continued 
over a mile of West Side streets, when 
a police motor squad caught sight of 
the machines The officers opened 
fire and riddled the machine in the rear. 
Joseph Waznicki, a bartender employed 
by Nykiel, who was driving the pur- 
suing car, escaped with minor injuries, 
and while the situation was being ex- 
plained to the police, the car occupied 
by the gunman disappeared. 

The shooting, police believe, was the 
sequel of a feud of several years stand- 
ing between a syndicate headed by 
Nykiel and a ring with which Diptsa 
and his three brothers were associated 

Police said Nykiel was reputed to 
have operated a fleet of rum bats ply- 
ing the Detroit River and the feud had 
its inception in attempts by the com- 
bine with which the Dipisa brothers 
were affiliated to cut in on the busi- 
ness. 

One of the Dipisa brothers was shot 
to death two years ago and a second 
was slain last year at Fair Haven. 
Michael Dipisa was tried twice for 
murder of men thought to have been 
affiliated with the Nykiel combine, but 
was acquitted on each occasion. 

Nykiel, who, police said, was rated 
a millionaire, had no criminal record, 
although his operations came under 
Federal observation on several occa- 
sions. He had extensive real estate 
holdings. Several buildings owned by 
him have been padlocked for violation 
of the prohibition laws.

As Belgian. Relief Head, He 
Invests Prelate With 
Full Authority. 


OPPOSES WAR BITTERNESS 


Louvain, Belgium, June 28 (A.P.).— 
Herbert Hoover, who is still dire¢tor 
of Belgian relief, sent a cable message 
to Mgr. Ladeuze, rector of Louvain Unil- 
versity, granting full jurisdiction to the 
university over what inscription is to 
be placed on the memorial library. 

The rector has been engaged in a 
heated controversy with Whitney War- 


ren, American architect, who has in- 
sisted on the inscription used in the 
original plans, including the words 
“destroyed by German fury.” 

In accordance with his desire that 
the inscription should be omitted from 
the library, which will be dedicated 
July 4, Mgr. Ladeuze is having the dedi- 
catory balustrade completed without 
the inscription. This balustrade will 
be completed Saturday despite the de- 
struction of several pillars by students 
and civillans who destroyed them yes- 
terday during a demonstration in favor 
of Mr. Warren. 

The American architect left for Italy 
today and is not expected to return 
for the inaugural ceremonies. His de- 
parture is generally believed to have 
been connected with the message which 
Mr. Hoover sent to Mgr. Ladeuze, a copy 
of which was given him. Mr. Hoover's 
message follows: 

“The University of Louvain owns its 
new library and has undeniable juris- 
diction in connection with inscriptions 
and memorials. The educational foun- 
dation. of the committee for the relief 
of Belgium, by formal resolution at its 
December meeting, unanimously ap- 
proved your final jurisdiction. 

“The whole purpose of this great ef- 
fcrt has been to make a gift which 
would be acceptable to the university 
and a lasting monument ot American 
friendship Representing the donors of 
a large share of the funds employed tn 
building the library, I suggest you ob- 
tain immediate settlement of the pres- 
ent controversy on lines elfminating

FRENCH POLICE SEEK

Marseille, France, June 28 (A.P.).— 
Jerome Prat, “the man with a hundred 
flancees,” was declared by the police 
tonight to have been responsible for 
the murder of three women and the 
disappearance of fifteen others. Prat, 
a bow-legged, squint-eyed man of 
stunted stature, is’ being hunted 
throughout France. 

The bodies of three of his alleged 


victims have been found buried in the 
gardens or cellars of villas occupied by 
him. He operated, the police say, by 
advertising in matrimonial papers. He 
cultivated those among his correspon- 
dents who proved to have money and 
who were more than 40 years old. 

In three of the domiciles which 
has occupied within two years the 
police have found 305 letters from 
women. These were all duly indexed as 
replies to advertisements or marriage 
proposals. d 

Physicians have decided that the 
three women whose bodies have been 
recovered met death by strangulation.

STRESEMANN KEEPS JOB 


Berlin, June 28 (A.P.).—Socialist 
Chancellor Hermann Mueller, a signer 
of the Versailles treaty, succeeded to- 
day in organizing a five-party coalition 
cabinet, replacing the Marx govern- 
ment. The announcement of a new 
ministry followed upon sixteen days of 
political bickering and bitter contro- 
versy. Despite the fact that the strong 
Centrist party is sulking, President von 
Hindenburg formally approved the list. 

Centrist leaders were prevailed upon 
to participate with only one portfolio, 
that of Dr. von Guerard as minister of 
occupied territory—on the understand- 
ing that there would be a reshuffling 
of cabinet posts after the summer va- 
cation period. 

Socialists, Democratic, Peoples, Bava- 
rian Peoples and Centrist parties are 
represented. Gustav Stresemann, 
foreign minister in the Marx cabinet, 
retains his post as do also Dr. Julius 
Curtius, minister of economic affairs 
and Dr. Schatzel, minister of posts. 
Other names have been identified with 
previous cabinets. The list follows: 

Chancellor, Herman Mueller, Social- 
ist; minister of the interior, Dr. Sever- 
ing, Socialist; minister of finance, Dr. 
Hilferding, Socialist; minister of com- 
munications and occupied territories, 
Gehelmrat von Guerard, Centrist; min- 
ister of foreign affairs, Dr. Gustav 
Stresemann, People’s party; minister of 
economic affairs, Dr. Julius Curtius, 
People’s party; minister of posts, Dr. 
Schaetzel,. Bavarian People’s party; 
minister of defense, Lieut. Gen. Wil- 
helm Groener, no party; minister of 
agriculture and food, Dr. Dtetrich, 
Democrat; minister of justice, Dr. 
Erich Koch, Democrat, and minister of 
labor, Rudolf Wissel. 

The understanding 
changes will be made in the list by 
autumn.

(A.P.).—Four young Americans, 

Junior “oen, George Lott, Sid- 

ney Wood and Helen Jacobs, passed out 

of the Wimbledon singles competition 

today after battles that marked them 

all sturdy fighters and provided more 

tennis thrills than this tournament has 
yét witnessed. 

Their defeats came in a day marked 
by the advance of the American 
favorites, led by big Bill Tilden and 
Helen Wills, but also including John 
Hennessey, of Indianapolis; Penelope 
and Eliz- 
abeth Ryan, of California, in the 
Singles, where the competition is fast 
narrowing down to the cream of the 
leld. 

Tilden, performing before the king 
and queen and close to 20,000 ordinary 
fans. won decisively from the veteran 
Hungarian champion, Baron Bela Von 
Kehrling, 6—2, 6—3, 6—1, their majes- 
ties frequently applauding the _ tall 
American’s beauti:ull, executed shots. 

Miss Wills had scarcely a workout in 
Yanquishing the inexperienced French 
girl. Mile. V. Gallay. G6—0O, 6—0O, in a 
match that served principally to ex- 
hibit the slashing power of stroke and 
accuracy in the champion’s game. 

It took a combination of French, 
Australian and Enveglish skill to 
send the four youthful Americans 
to defeat. Coen fought like a young 
tiger to stave off his setback at the 
hands o- the young English stylist, 
H. W. Austin, in a five-set thriller,

Lott won the plaudits 
of the big crowd frequently with his 
Washing style and never-say-die spirit.

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THE SPIDER TELEGRAPH. 


_ Jean Henri Fabre made some tests 
On spiders which interest us all. He 
wanted to learn what told the spider 
to rush out upon its prey. The tests 
were made upon garden spiders. 

Garden spiders seldom stay very close 
to their webs. They keep their station 
from two to eight feet away. To reach 
their prey, they run down a thread 
which they have spun.

Fabre placed a dead locust on a web.

.the creature. Then he stirred the web 


.to make it sway as if the locust were

.whicn garbage cans were set. 


Struggling to get free. Down rushed 
the spider, wrapped up the locust in 
thread, and pulled it up. 

Then the scientist put a small piece 


of red cloth on the web. The spider 
did not come down. When the web 
was made to tremble, the spider was 
quick to come to ste what prize had 
been caught. It spun thread to cover 
the cloth. Then it bit the “victim,” 
and learned the mistake it had made. 
The cloth was left where it was. 

Fabre felt sure that the spider had 
not seen ether the locust or the red 
cloth before coming down the thread. 
He thought that the thread, which led 
from the center of the web, must be a 
signal wire. To learn whether this was 
really so, he cut it. Then a live locust 
was placed on the web. It struggled 
to be free, but was held tightly. Here 
was a prize, indeed; but the spider did 
not appear, There were other threads 
which the spider could have used to 
get to the web; but Fabre waited an 
hour and the locust remained in the 
web. 

These tests, and others, have proved 
that the thread from the center of the 
web serves as a kind of “telegraph 
wire.” The spider rests a foot against 
one end; when the web trembles in a 
certain manner, the thread gives the 
signal—game down there. 

Male spiders are commonly much 
smaller than the females. It is true 
that a female will sometimes eat up her 
mate; but not if the mate can help it. 
He scampers away from her when he 
thinks himself in danger.

EAR MISS McDONALD: When I 
read some of the letters that 
come to you, I could weep. Why 
don't the girls and women realize 

their responsibility in marrying and 
bringing children into ‘the world?

My mother has successfully reared 
six of her own and two that were my 
father’s children by a previous mar- 
riage.

THE SHINY NOSE.

In pur- 
chasing powder, if your nose is: in- 
clined to shine, ask for one that is es- 
pecially prepared for oily skins. 

And finally—and this if of the ut- 
most importance—always, before apply- 
ing fresh powder, remove every trace of 
@ previous powdering. Laying one layer 
of powder on top of another is certain, 
sooner or later, to lead to more serious 
trouble than the shine.

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PERSONNEL BOARD 
DENIED BY M'CARL 


Comptroller General Adheres 
to His Interpretation of 
Welch Pay Law. 


SAYS ACT OBVIOUSLY 
IS SELF-EXECUTING 


Sustains secretary of Navy in 
Increasing Salaries in 
Field Service. 


Standing by his original interpreta- 
tion of the Welch pay act, Comptroller 
General J. R. McCarl yesterday denied 
that his office was attempting to cur- 
tail the powers of the Personnel Classi- 
fication Board, and refused to alter in 
any way his stand on the reallocation 
of positions under the law, in a formal 
reply to the board’s request for a re- 
consideration of his original ruling. 

“In review of my decision of June 2, 
I find nothing therein’from which it 
might be reasonably inferred that the 
decision attempted so to construe the 
statute as to interfere with, or curtail, 
the jurisdiction and duties of the Per- 
sonnel Classification Board,” McCarl 
said in his reply. 

“The clause providing for maintain- 
ram 3 relative position in grades is specifi- 
cally addressed to the heads of depart- 
ments and independent establishments 
and specifically directs administrative 
action, and nothing appears to require 
such administrative action to be In con- 
junction with your board.” 

Law Executes Itself. 

The McCarl letter declared the 
Weich act provision for advancing Fed- 
éral employes to a higher grade under 
the law “obviously self-executing, and 
for construction by this office in the 
same manner as any other new statute 
providing a change in salary rates or 
in the method of personnel payments.” 

The baard had held the provision 
nothing more than descriptive of the 
action to be taken by the administra- 
tive office in conjunction with the 
board in reallocating individual posi- 
tions in the disputed grades, in ac- 
cordance with the method prescribed 
in the original classification act. 

Taking exception to the board's con- 
tention that McCarl’s ruling would 
leave grades CAF-11 and P-4 of the 
service “permanently vacant,” the 
Comptroller General's letter declares 
that the grades in question would only 
be vacant temporarily. 

“Whereas it would appear your board 
contemplated in its recently issued cir- 
cular that all grades above P-3 and 
CAF-10 should remain stationary until 
your board could receive submissions 
and make allocations under the new act 
of May 28, an entirely contrary in- 
tent appears in the latter law,” McCarl 
said 


Available for New Positions. 


He contegded that the new grades 
P-4 and CAF-11 will be available for 
original allocation of new positions, or 
of reallocation from other grades above 
or below by the board, upon recommen- 
dation by the administrative office or 
upon appeal by employes. 

McCarl challenged the authority of 
the board to review, on its own motion 
in the absence of a request, on recom- 
mendation by an administrative office or 
an appeal by the employe, any existing 
allocation previously approved by it. 
The changes under the Welch act effec- 
tive July 1, he held final to the same 
extent that allocations under the 
original classification act were final. 
They may be reviewed by the board 
after July 1 only upon request or ap- 
peal, he contended. 

In another ruling handed down yes- 
terday, the Comptroller General held the 
Secretary of the Navy “clearly justified 
to increase the salary rates of employes 
generally under the field services of the 
Navy Department, in accordance with 
the method prescribed by and within 
the limitations of the basic laws of 1862 
and 1909.

RECORDS ARE WIPED OUT 
AT MODEL PLANE TESTS 


Best Washington Boys Can 
Do Beaten by Rivals From 
Detroit and Elsewhere. 


DORSEY BUILDING ANEW 


(By a Staff Correspondent). 


Detroit, Mich., June 28.—After wit- 
nessing the start of the elimination in- 
door trials for model airplanes at 
Olympia today, six Washington boys 
have decided that they came to Detroit 
to take a lesson in model airplane con- 
struction. While Herbert Dorsey, who 
is scheduled to fly his plane tomorrow, 
was able to achieve 3 minutes 29 sec- 
onds in a trial flight with his indoor 
tractor, a remarkable record for that 
type of plane, it did not approach the 
official records hung up by the boys 
flying today, who smashed record after 
record. 

Ernest McCoy, a 16-year-old Detroit 
boy, kept his “mystery” ship in the air 
5 minutes, 31.1 seconds, a new indoor 
record. Previous to that Albert Mott 
had flown a tractor 5 minutes 22.5 sec- 
onds and Jack Loughner, last year’s 
outdoor champion, had made a record 
of 4 minutes 29 seconds. Aram Ab- 
garian, ‘“hardl Ik” champion, had 
trouble with his plane and is bullding 
a new one tonight. 

The new type of record-breaking 
plane has a cambered wing and a new 
design of tail piece. Dorsey says he can 
build one and is locked in a room with 
Lloyd Fish, Conant Emmons, George T. 
Bell, jr., Frank Salisbury, jr., and Will- 
lany French, all busily engaged in pre- 
paring for tomorrow’s flights. Conant 
Emmons has entered his scale model 
and it will be Judged tomorrow. 

Both indoor and outdoor flights are 
to be held tomorrow. Six sets of 
judges are ready in order to take care 
of the 400 or 500 boys who are entered. 
There is great interest in the tourna- 
ment, and a large crowd is expected to 
witness tomorrow's events and the 
finals Saturday afternoon and night.

COURT ISSUES ORDER 
DISBARRING ATTORNEY 


False Affidavit Laid to George 
F. Curtis, Who Appeals 
Judgment. 


The District Supreme Court, sitting 
in general term, decided yesterday that 
an order issue disbarring George F. 
Curtis, an attorney, from further prac- 
tige as a member of the bar of this 
court. The grievance committee of the 
bar association accused Curtis of exe- 
cuting a false affidavit in a Municipal 
Court case in which the attorney sued

For the past two years Curtis has 
been active in habeas corpus cases in- 
volving patients at St. Elizabeths Hos- 
pital, and on one occasion Representa- 
tive Thomas L. Blanton, of Texas, ap- 
peared in a case with Curtis and se- 
cured the release of a woman patient. 
James S Easby-Smith, Rossa F. Down- 
ing and William.J. Neale, counsel for 
Curtis, noted an appeal. The notation 
holds up the order of disbarment until 
the Court of Appeals has passed upon 
the case. 

Mrs. Griffith was one of the patients 
who engaged Curtis to obtain her re- 
lease from St. Elizabeths Hospital. Cur- 
tis sued her in the Municipal Court to 
recover $600 for his services and accom- 
panied his declaration with an affidavit 
of merit in which he was accused of 
having stated that this amound was due 
exclusive of all set-offs and just grounds 
of defense. 

The court found that at the time the 
affidavit was made Curtis had in his 
hands $75 belonging tc Mrs Griffith, 
and had received from her $100 On ac- 
count. Both amounts, the court found, 
were proper credits and just grounds of 
defense.

The pet feline which escaped in an 
automobile accident Wednesday night 
at North Capitol and P streets has 
been returned to its owner, William J.
